OST mountain folk, removed from 


the ghost-breaking influences of, 


city life, are plagued with superstitious be- 
liefs. And nowhere is this truer than among 
the hill people dwelling in the Ozark Moun- 
tains of Arkansas, x 


¢ 
Although some .of the superstitions pre- 
vailing in the Ozarks are circulated else- 
where, most of them are peculiar to this 
strange region. 


For example, all Ozarkians believe that 
the only way to make sure that their chicks 
develop into pullets is to have a woman 
carry the eggs in her bonnet. But if they 
make the mistake of setting eggs on a Sun- 
day, they’ll all hatch into roosters.

There is, as you might expect, a big batch 
of superstitious cures for every conceivable 
ailment. Rheumatism, a fairly common ill. 
ness in the Ozarks, may be cured in any 
one of many: ways. You might try wearing 
a buzzard’s feather in your hatband, or a 
heavy leather helt worn low on the hips. 


But, if you’re suffering from a pound- 
* ing toothache, you'd better not be a girl 
in the Ozarks, Why? Because there is no 
known cure for a toothache suffered by a 
female. A male, on the other hand, can 
get rid of the ache by the simple expedient 
of carrying a hog’s tooth in iD right-hand 
pants pocket. 


The cure-all for sore eyes in the Ozarks 
_is to rub the eyelids with the tip of a black 
cat’s tail, And the only preventive for a 
nosebleed is to wear a string of red beads. 


As elsewhere, love plays an important 
role in the lives of Ozark people—and the 
hill folk have come up with a variety of

No Ozarkian Miss would ever go out on 
a date with her boy friend without wearing 
a cherry pit around her néck, It’s bound 
to have a romantic effect upon him, And 
if a redbird flies in front of her at any- 
time during the day, it means he'll kiss her 
before night, 


The young man of the Oxarks can al- 


ways tell if his lady-love really likes him 
as much as she says she does. All he need 
do is to bend a mullein stalk in the gen- 
eral direction of her house. The mullein 
stalk will grow up again if she loves him. 
But if she loves another, the stalk will die.

Any Ozarkian will tell you that one of — 
the unluckiest things you could possibly 
do is to stand under a walnut tree during 
a thunderstorm. But that is just about the 
only one of the long list that makes any 
sense. It’s unlucky to stand under any 
kind of a tree during a thunderstorm!
